Then, when they coysider 
that the proper moment has come, they 
will join the conservatives in defeat- 
ing the labor party and forcing a 
yeneral election, according to general 
belief.

Is Conceded Worth $100,000 


New York, May 2.—Record prices 
have been set both for a quart bottle 
of whisky and a girl’s lost beauty, 
with the settlement of Helene Jes- 
mer’s suit against Philip Morgan 
Plant, a young millionaire, for an 
amount reported to be no less than 
$100,000. 7 

Miss Jesmer, once a prize beauty 
of the Greenwich Village Follies sued 
| for $500,000, charging that her 
|beauty, her chief business asset, had 
been irreparably ruined when Plant’s 
‘car crashed into a tree one night in 
| November, 1920, while she was rid- 
‘ing here with Plant and a party of 
/Yale students from New Haven. Hel- 
;ene, her once pretty features scarred 
| and marred for life, presented a pa- 
thetic figure ag she told how Plant's 
love had cooled when he saw her new 
face. 

Testimony brought out the _ fact 


| that the party had purchased a quart 
of whisky at a roadhouse, but differed 
as to how many drinks Plant had 
taken en route, The young million- 
aire’s defense was that Helene had 
thrown her arms around him while 
he was turning a curve, causing him 
to lose control. At no time, however, 


faccording to Plant, did he drive the 
car more than 20 miles an hour. 

The turning point came Thursday 
when the speedometer of the wrecked 
car Wag introduced as mute evidence 
that Plant and his friends had been 
mistaken, The speedometer, in the 
same state as when it was found 
following the accident, registered at 
09 miles. Police testimony also refut- 
ed that of the defense.

The victim was warned by physi- 
cians at Grady hospital to which he 
ad been carried immediately after 
the shooting that his chances of recov- ; 
ery are slim, but this failed to alter | 
his determination to withhold the! 
name of his assailant. 

Wounded Three Times. 

The shooting occurred in the apart- 
ments of J. R. (“Hap”) Ward, 222 1-2 
Ivy street, about 4 o’clock Friday aft- 
ernoon. Daniel received three pistol! 
bullet wounds, one in each leg and 
another in the hip. The latter wound 
may prove fatal, doctors at the hos- 
pntal stated. They believe it ranged 
upward and entered the abdomen, pene- 
trating the intestines.

Wills, who have been detailed to in- 
vestigate the shooting, were told by 
Ward, they stated, that Daniel was 
shot .by Ollie Taylor, who lives in 
Ward’s apartment, during a fight 
which followed an attempt by the 
wounded man to “pick a quarrel” 
with Ward.

MAJOR MARTIN MAY BE VICTIM OF FROZEN CONTROLS 


Looms as Menace of Death

On Board U. S. Coast Guard Cut- 
ter Algonquin, by Wireless via Chig- 
nik, Alaska, May 2.—Is another Arc- 
tic tragedy to be recorded in the dis- 
appearance of Major Frederick L. 
Martin, commander of the round-the- 
world flight? 

All day today and last night the 
wireless operator on the Algonquin 
has had his ear to the _ receiving 
phones, seeking the answer. 

For whatever news there may be 
from Major Martin is likely to first 
reach us over the radio. 

It is not generally known that 
Major Martin’s flagplane, Seattle, 
which left Chignik for Dutch Harbor 
last Wetlnesday morning at 11:30 
o'clock, is equipped with a small radio 
set, having a mean sending range of 
250 miles, sufficient to reach ow: 
ship, providing the plane itself has 
not come to grief. The Algonquin is 
now off Wasnesenski, Alaska, about 


Po way between Chignik and Dutch 
Harbor, and directly in the proposed 
line of flight. We have been cruising 
for the past 24 hours, in and out of 
the hundreds of bays and harbors 
that dot this barren coast line, on 
the constant lookout for some trace 
of the lost flyers. 
Believes Martin Safe. 

There is a general belief here that 
the terrific storm of the last few days, 
reaching at times a velocity of 100 
miles an hour, may have driven the 
plane far out to sea, or wrecked it 
completely. After Major Martin’s dra 
matic flight from Kanatak to Chig- 
nik, however, I am inclined to believe 
that the Seattle is staunch enough to 
weather almost any gale. 


There is one danger which no one, 
so far, seems’ to have considered, al- 
though Major Martin himself spoke 
of it to me the day before he left 
Chignik. This is the freezing of the 
ailerons.

DURGHARGE RATES 
NOT REASONABLE 


mends Discontinuance of 
Extra Pullman Charge 
by the Railroads. . 


Washington, May 2.—Passenger 


fare surcharges paid by Pullman 
travelers to railroads are held unreas- 
onable and discontinuance of the prac- 
tice is recommended in an examiner's 
report to the interstate commerce com- 
mission made public today. Arguments 
in the case before the commission are 
assigned for May 8. 

Considering that the railroads are 
saved the capital investment in Pull- 
man equipment and other facilities 
necessary to maintain and to an ex- 
tent operate the cars, and that most 
of the railroads are receiving § sub- 
stantial payments out of the charges 
collected for the Pullman service prop- 
er, the report says, it is believed that 
the time has come when the commis- 
sion may well eliminate the surcharge. 

Investigation 
ness of the surcharge rates was insti- 
tnted by the commission at the re- 
qvest of travelers’ organizations, 
chambers of commerce, shippers, hotel 
associations, and other associations. 

The examiner recommended that 
greater use of upper berths in Pull- 
mans be enforced by the railroads to 
reduce the expense of providing sleep- 
ing car service, and advanced the opin» 
ion that even if the railroads are not 
adequately repaid unNy their Pullman 
contracts for hauling the heavier 
TI'ullman cars, the roads have no right 
to impose a surcharge “to recoup loss- 
es growing out of their improvidence 
in failing to make contracts which 
would afford them proper compensa- 
tion for the service of hauling the 
cars.” 

The Pullman surcharge is 50 per 
cent of the amount charged for the 
space occupied by the passenger, and 
was established August 26, 1920, to 
produce additional revenues’ with 
which to meet an increase in wages, 
awarded to railroad employees by the 
railroad labor board.

Washington, May 2.—Issuance of* 


an embargo on arms to Cuba by Pres- 
ident Coolidge, following official ad- 
vices from Havana that the military 


revolt is spreading, indicates a more’ 


serious condition in the island than 
was supposed. 

Reports Friday from Havana state 
the uprising in Santa Clara has as- 
sumed serious proportions, and a ru- 
mor persists that General Velez has 
landed on the north coast of the is- 
land to take charge of the offepsive 
against the Zayas government. 

President Zayas already has asked 
an appropriation of $1,000,000 with 
which to combat the revolt, it is re- 
ported. Provisions of Coolidge’s proc- 
lamation make it entirely possible for 
him to purchase military supplies 
from the United States, as the Obre- 
gon government did during the recent 
Mexican revolt. 


War department officials, however, 

do not believe it will be necessary for 
Zayas to purchase further supplies of 
arms and ammunition since the Cn- 
ban government, shortly hefore the De 
la Huerta revolt in Mexico, purchas- 
ed a large allotment from the United 
States. 
The presence of the cruiser Oleve- 
land in Cuban waters at first was 
taken to indicate the United States 
was ready to intervene should the oc- 
casion arise, but navy officials Friday 
said the vesse] was in Havana on its 
way to New York from Central 
America. 


Meanwhile Ambassador Crowder, at | 


Havana will observe conditions and 
advise the United States as to the 
progress of the uprising. Should the 
revolt become too serious for Zayas 
to handle, the United States prob- 
ably would intervene in accordance 
with the policy since Spain was onst- 
ed from the island.

RUM RING’ EXPOSURES 
TAKE NATIONAL ASPcCT 


Mobile, Ala., May 2.~—The federal 
expose of Mobile’s alleged “rum ring,” 
now proceeding in Unliee States court 
in the trial of 69 persons on conspi- 


racy charges, assumed a national and 
international aspect today with the in- 
troduction of a code book, said to 
have been used for communication by 
local persons with liquor buyers in 
the interior and rum runners at sea, 
and in ports of the West Ingies, and 
two. letters presented as evidence. 

One of the letters addressed to 
James I. Daves, one of the owners and 
operators of the Daves tire shop, in 
which the code book and letters were 
seized, and one of the defendants on 
trial, was from John Off, written on 
Lexington hotel stationery in Chicago, 
and complained of shortage and break- 
age in a large shipment of liquor. 

The other letter, from M. Stead- 
man Richards, consulting and re- 
search chemist of Boston, Mass., was 
addressed to James J. Cummings, 
another defendant, and gave three for- 
mulas for natural and synthetic li- 
quors, with information whiiere to ob- 
tain the ingredients and how tv con- 
coct them. 

Exposed By Prohi Agent. 

These sensational featires of the 
trial came in examination of J. A. 
Thomas, Chicago, special federal prohi- 
bition agent, who figured prominently 
in the “under cover” work which re- 
sulted in the present conspiracy trial. 
According to Thomas, seizure of the 
code book and letters, together with

The last three words are supposed 
to have been used in cablegraims or 
radio messages to and from rum run- 
ners in the Gulf of Mexico and West 
Indies, and meaning such things as 
“boat needs repairs’ and so forth. 
The other words are understood to 
have been used in telegraphic orders 
to Mobile from buyers in the inter- 
ior and to have indicated certain of 
the well-known brands of liquors. ‘At- 
torneys for the prosecution announced 
telegrams in code would be presented 
later in the trial. 

The letter of Daves from Off, a 
man the prosecution said was from 
Missouri and would be identified more 
fully later, told of shortage and break- 
age in a liquor shipment that includ- 
ed 71 pints and 95. quarts of bene- 
dictine, 12 quarts of gin, 24 pints of 
champagne, 180 caseg of Scotch and 
other liquors. The letter was address- 
ed “Dear Jimmy” and told Daves 
that transportation would be furnish- 
ed him on future shipments to St. 
Louis in order that he could check 
shortage and breakage to his own 
satisfaction.

THE LAST CALL! 

This is the last day to register 
in Georgia in order to vote in the 
fall primary and in the next general 
election. 

There is no duty of citizenship of 
greater importance than the exer- 


cise of the franchise. 
It is that by and through which 


democratic institutions are main- 


tained; and it is, conversely, an in- 
difference and a disregard for that 
duty by and through which blocs 
and minorities gain control of gov- 
ernment and rule in defiance of the 
unexpressed will of the majority. 

It is of peculiar importance that 
the people of Georgia register. This 
State has suffered economically to 
almost an immeasurable extent by 
reason of the indifference of the 
people to their franchise privileges. 
Minority government in Georgia has 
become the rule and not the excep- 
tion, and however satisfactory or 
unsatisfactory such a situation may 
be, the very fact that such a condi- 
tion does exist is evidence that we 
are drifting away from representa- 
tive government, and the only other 
objective in the long run is govern- 
mental tyranny and despotism. 

The fathers fought and won the 
battle of democracy over monarchy. 
The constitution and the declaration 
of independence set up first a gov- 
ernment of, and for, and by, the 
people, and then guaranteed to each 
individual political and religious and 
personal liberty, in conformity with 
organic and statutory laws. 

This system of government—“‘‘to 
make the world safe for democracy” 
——was the claim-call of the late 
World War, and it was to put an end 
to governmental manipulations, to 
autocracy, to secret cabals, to antag- 
onisms to the will of the people, 
that the greatest of all wars was 
fought and won. This government 
had a conspicuous place in the win- 
ning of that war for democracy. 

Democracy cannot be maintained 
except by systems of government 
that are indeed and in truth repre- 
sentative of the people. 

Minority government strikes at 
the fundamentals of democracy and 
tears down where democracy builds. 

These truths should so impress 
themsélves upon the men and wom- 
en of voting ages, who can by prop- 
er registration become qualifiéd to 
yote in Georgia's September pri- 
mary, that there shall be the largest 
registration, and the largest’ and 
most representative vote cast this 
fall, ever known in the history of 
the state.

OUTDOOR RECREATION. 

There will be held in Washington, 
May 22-24 inclusive, a national con- 
ference on Outdoor Recreation, 
sponsored by the president, and 
conducted by an executive commit- 
tee of cabinet officials of which 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, as- 
sistant secretary of the navy, is 
executive chairman. 

The membership of the confer- 
ence, of which undoubtedly 2 per- 
manent organization will be perfect- 
ed, will be composed of delegates 
from all allied and interested organi- 
zations, such as camp and trail 
clubs, health, hygiene, park and 
country life councils and associa- 
tions, and so on. 

It is expected that several hun- 
dred representative men and wom- 
en, from among civic and educa- 
tional workers from all over the 
country, will be in attendance, and 
that a movement may be begun that 
will aid materially in the health and 
happiness of the people, the con- 
servation of human energy, and the 
building of constructive good citi- 
zenSship. 

In general, some of the topics 
which will be discussed and upon 
which it is hoped conclusions may 
be reached and constructive sug- 
gestions formulated, are: 

Encouragement of outdoor recre- 
ation as a federal function; consti- 
tutional or legal authority for fed- 
eral participation; the bearing of 
outdoor recreation on mental, phy- 
sical, social and moral development; 
outdoor recreation as an influence 
in child welfare; the wild life (game 
and fur-bearing animals, birds, fish 
and plants) resources of the United 
States; the scenic. resources of the 
United States, and major possibili- 
ties of national cooperation in pro- 
motion of recreation. 

Under the last named topic the 
following questions will be especial- 
ly considered: 

Formation of advisory councils on 
outdoor recreation; closer correla- 
tion of work and units of govern- 
ment organization; closer correla- 
tion of agencies other than federal, 
and their correlation with federal 
agencies; formulation of an educa- 
tional program for outdoor recre- 
ation; promotion and coordination 
of game preseryation; and survey 
and classification of recreational re- 
sources. 

President Coolidge, in issuing the 
call for the conference and in stat- 
ing its purposes, says, in a statement 
just released: 


“This is not an effort to federalize 
recreation at the expense of state, 
municipal, local or private interest 
therein. Individual effort should at 
all times be encouraged. Many of 
these interests, however, though work- 
ing generally towards the same end, 
do not attain the maximum results 
because there is no coordination. 

“It will be the object of this con- 
ference, therefore, to assist in forming 
a national policy which will coordi- 
nate all these activities. The prime 
objective for which I feel we should 
strive is to endeavor to make avail- 
able for the average American out- 
door recreation, with all that it im- 
plies, and to preserve our facilities for 
recreation for our children and our 
children’s children.” 

The movement is one of peculiar 
appeal to all the people, and most 
especially to the south where the 
recreational opportunities -are so 
great and varied; and in view of 
the outstanding work of the fores- 
try cOmmission in developing the 
recreational features of the govern- 
ment’s forest reserves, and in furth- 
er view of the interior department's 
determination to establish a national 
park in the southern mountains. 

It is hoped that the southern 


states will be well represented at) 


the conference and offer every co- 
operation possible with Colonel 
Roosevelt and his committee. 


GOOD MARKET SIGNS. 

There were two very important 
news developments during the week 
just closing, events that were of a 
very constructive nature as far as 
the stock market is concerned and 
also as to the economic condition 
of the country. 

The first was the announcement 
of the extra dividend of one-half of 
one per cent, in addition to the 
regular quarterly dividend, by the 
steel corporation. 

The other was the cutting of the 
rediscount rate by the Federal Re- 
serve bank of New York. 

The former showed that business 
conditions as a whole were not as 
bad as have been painted by some 
pessimists, nor does a declaration 
of the extra dividend portend any 
slump in business. Steel is the ba- 
rometer of the stock market, and the 
conditions in this industry have a 
great deal to do with conditions in 
many other lines. 

As to the cut in the rediscount 
rate, this shows that credit condi- 
tions are good, and that stable con- 
ditions exist in t financial and 
business world, and czn be expected 
to continue. 

Such things restore confidence 
in the market, and this is just what 
the market needs at the present 
time.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


Far from being relaxation, riding 
in an automobile is a strain upon 
endurance, no matter what the make 
or type of car. ‘The owner driver 
particularly feels that strain whether 
he admits it or not. Let him submit 
to a blood pressure test at the end 
of a ride of any considerable dis- 
tance, and the chances are that the 
pressure will be found elevated well 
above the normal. 

Many a careful, law abiding driver 
speeds slowly to his doom, thanks to 
the low cost of flivving. The auto- 
mobile takes you out in the air, 
gives you an appetite like a hired 
man. At the same time it gives you 
no exercise, robs you of the use of 
your, as the prim old maid would say, 
lower extremities, commonly known 
as legs. Under such conditions you 
are pretty sure to bite off more than 
you can metabolize, and the excess of 
nutriment stores up trouble for the 
future. 

Women are growing stouter and 
less attractive every day. Men are 
growing older and less vigorous every 
day. Middle age is getting to be a 
serious adventure. The degenerations 
—apoplexy, Bright's disease and 
heart disease—are increasing in fre- 
set well on the hardy American 
quency among mature adults. Pros- 
perity is the reason—lInuxury doesn't 
set very well on the hardy American 
constitution. We have not yet learned 
to harmonize our appetites with our 
metabolism. The automobile is short- 
ening life. 

The trouble is that the very people 
who need to have the equalizing, sta- 
bilizing influence of daily walking are 
the ones who can best afford’ auto- 
mobiles. Working people, who might 
profit immeasurably from the open 
air life made possible by the auto- 
mobile, can scarcely afford the time 
or gasoline, notwithstanding the low 
cost of the car. It is like baseball: 
The office or sedentary worker who 
attends a game as spectator, grows 
intensely excited and yells and mobs 
the umpire, and all that, is simply 
getting vicarious exercise, vicarious 
recreation; the players are getting the 
physical benefit of the game, while 
the spectator gets only the nerve- 
wracking excitement. Men must 
play the game in order to obtain ac- 
tual benefit from it. 

The advent of the automobile in the 
average household ought to be regard- 
ed with regret, for it is certain to rob 
the family of no small degree of good 
health which has hitherto been in- 
sured by the use of legs. Auto in- 
toxication, that great modern handi- 
cap, is powerfully opposed by the 
democratic, but nowadays expensive, 
exercise of walking. Two miles of 
oxygen three times a day remains the 
peer of any prescription applicable to 
the universal self poisoning which in- 
itiates the degenerations of middle 
age—but never forget that the two 
miles must be taken on the _ hoof.

THE LOW COST OF FLIVVING. | 
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Two state-wide political conven- 
tions, of opposing major parties, were 
held in Atlanta within a week, both 


charged relatively with the same 


functions—the selection of delegates 
to the nationa] conventions, adoption 
of resolutions, selections of the Geor- 
gia members of the two national com- 
mittees and the adoption of party 
platforms, etc. 

The first was the democratic state 
presidential convention, held in the 
Lyric theater on Wednesday, April 
23, and the other was the republican 
state convention held in the city audi- 
torium on Wednesday, April 30. 

Both were supposed to be composed 
of precisely the same delegate strength, 
that is delegates from each county to 
the number of double the representa- 
tion of the respective counties in the 
lower house of the assembly; and the 
alternates. 

It is interesting and extremely sig- 
nificant to appraise and compare the 
actual proceedings of these two con- 
ventions, both as to the appointments 
of the delegates and as to the regu- 


‘|larity and legality of procedure, and 


to draw an outstanding lesson there- 
from that must at once impress itself 
upon every thoughtful, far-seeing dem- 


ocrat in Georgia.

As to the democratic convention the 
delegates and alternates were entirely 
appointed from every county by a 
secret cabal, sitting behind locked 
doors in Atlanta. 


In this matter county autonomy 


was wholly disregarded; the rights of 


even the friends of the preferential 
nominee in the various counties were 
ignored, and the. fundamental dem- 
ocratic principle of local self-govern- 
ment was trampled under foot with 
ruthless unconcern, and with the mad- 
dening force of political despotism on 
the part of three men—intoxicated 
with power—and a handful of their 
confederates. 

In the republican state convention 
the county delegates were chosen by 
county conventions, and subsequently 
ratified by districts. These delegates 
came to the convention with their cre- 
dentials regularly and orderly and 
democratically issued, through the 
voice of their respective party 
strengths in the various counties. 

In the democratic convention no call 


of counties was made to ascertain those 


represented or not represented; no roll 
call of delegates was made, this being 
abandoned by the cabalists after the 


call of three counties showed no dele-, 


gates and only one alternate present, 
and no attempt was made to exclude 
from voting any but properly quali- 
fied delegates, or: alternates creden 
tialed in lieu of absent delegates. No 
lines were drawn between the accredit- 
ed delegates and alternates, and visit- 
ors,, onlookers, camp-followers, and 
even “supers’’—packed in to fill the 
seats and swell the voting capacity 
for the manipulators. 

In the republican convention admis- 
sion cards were issued to delegates and 
alternates and newspaper men only, 
and no one not legally entitled to the 
floor of the convention was admitted 
under any pretense or circumstance. 
The call for a national party conven- 
tion was read in full; also the regu- 
larly issued call for the state conven- 
tion, together with the representation 
legally allowed each county. A roll 
call of delegates by counties was made 
in orderly procedure, and 396 out of a 
possible 412 delegates answered pres- 
ent as their names were thus called. 

In the democratie convention the 


nominations of the delegates at large 
and the district delegates, as per an 


agreed slate on the part of the cabal- 
ists, were made from the floor, with- 
out pre-convention district conferences 
except in a few instances, where the 
revolt against this order of the cabal 
had been so strong that these time- 
honored conferences were held in de- 
fiance of the manipulators, who sought 
by various pre-convention orders and 
directions to have them abolished. 

In the republican convention a 
nominating committee in orderly pro- 
cedure, after retirement and confer- 
ence, offered the names of four dele- 
gates-at-large and four alternates and 
they were elected by those and only 
those having a legal right to vote. In 
the matter of district delegates each 
district was called and the district 
chairmen responded in order,with the 
nominations for such districts as 
agreed upon in the pre-convention dis- 
trict conventions. 

In the democratic convention the 
New York delegation was preemptly 
“instructed” by a rising vote, and 
without the voice of the people in pri- 
mary, and on protest and a call for 
the roll call of those qualified to vote 
such instructions, a yote of delegates, 
alternates, visitors, camp-followers, 
“supers —anybody—voted down the 
call, 

In the republican convention every 
vote was squarely put and results de- 
clared on a basis of the will of a 
thoroughly orderly and legally regular 


Lassemblage. 


Thus in a nutshell, as sad as it falls 
upon those of old-time democratic 
faith, was the difference of the two 
conventions—the one a mass meeting, 
a mob, without regularity or order, 
though professing allegiance to the 
democracy of Jeffersqgn and Jackson 
who fought and won the battle of 
state's rights and local self-govern- 
ment as fundamental of free and 
representative institutions; the other 
an‘ orderly assemblage comporting to 
every rule of procedure demanded by 
the magna charta of individual and 
political liberty, though professing al- 
legiance to the federalism of Hamil- 
ton. 

What does this mean in Georgia— 
the Georgia of Robert Toombs and 
Benjamin Hill and Alexander Steph- 
ens, and later of Thomas E. Watson, 
whose voices and pens, through long 
and notable careets, were powerful 
and always stirring and always un- 
yielding for the true democracy otf 
Jefferson—for the rights of the peo- 
ple, for the autonomy of states in the 


great governmental fabric of the na- 


tion, and for the autonomy of coun- 
ties in the governmental fabric of the 
commonwealth? 

What would these great Georgians 
who are gone say if they were living 
today ang could see and know the 
truth— 

Would they not shudder with ap- 
prehension at the grave consequences 
of such a situation? 

Must democrats of Georgia—in the 
heart of the democratic south—learn 
again the lessons of real democracy 
from a group of republicans? 

The Constitution can only point to 
the facts with the alarm that any 
democrat, of the school of the fathers, 
must feel and observe. 

The situation is serious. Georgia 
is a democratic state and must always 
so remain. It must remain so by 
tracing the faith that is deep in every 
true democratic heart and in putting 
a stop for once and for all to the 
sinister and manipulating influences 
that have recently robbed the great 
majority of the people of this common- 
wealth of their political birthrights.

Couple Retused 


Refusal by the Family Welfare so- 


ciety of Atlanta, formerly the Asso-| 


|eiated Charities, to grant further sup- 
|pert to Mr. and Mrs, FE. J. Bryant, 
‘aged couple of 46 Fortress street, re- 
sulted Friday in announcement by 
Judge Garland M. Watkins, of the 
juvenile court, that he would support 
the couple unless some other organ- 
ization lent aid. Support was cut off 
from the Bryants, it wae stated, be- 
cause of Judge Watkins’ refusal to 
take from them their three grandchil- 
dren at the request of the society. 

Judge Watkins, declaring from the 
bench that his court had no author- 
ity to take children or grandchildren 
| from their guardians except for suf- 
| ficient legal cause, passed an order 
| Friday returning the children to their 
grandparents’ custody. The court had 
taken custody of the three, Minnie 
Bryant, 14; Antoinette Bryant, 11, 
and Willie Bryant, 9, pending inves- 
tigation of the complaint of the so- 
lcety that they were under “insuf- 
ficient and improper guardianship.” 

Cut Off Support. 

Judge Watkins heard the society's 
complaint Tuesday, testimony being 
given by Miss Mary Belle LaHatte 
and Attorney Horace Russell, two of 
its officers, to the effect that, al- 
though the society had been support- 
ing the Bryants two years, this sup- 


took the children from the grandpar- 
ents and placed them in some institu- 
tion, Evidence as to alleged bad en- 
vironment was along the line that the 
girl had been seen in automobiles with 
boys, unchaperoned, and the three 
children were often seen on the streets 
of their vicinity. Judge Watkins 
asked Attorney Russell if the society 
expected him to take the children 
from those who had reared them and 
were their legal guardians, and he 
| was informed that this would have 
| to be done if support for the family 
continued. 
_ Judge Watkins urged representa- 
tives of the society to delay action at 
least a month, during which time he 
would have full investigation made 
by his probation officer. He said if it 
were revealed- the children were in 
improper surroundings, he would take 
custody of them, and urged that sup-

London, May 2.—The secret of the 
birth of Marie Corel, world famous 
woman novelist whose romantic love 
stories made her probably the most 
popular of women writers, bas appar- 
ently been revealed. 

Marie Corelli went to her grave as 
a figure of mystery, a woman with a 
veiled past whose very birth remain- 
ed a secret. 

Now, 70 years to the day after her 
birth, the publication of a baptismal 
certificate issued in a poor quarter of 
London, on May 15, 1854, seems to 
have shattered the atmosphere of mys- 
tery she guarded so carefully. It 
shows that Marie was the daughter of

her, centering principally on a tale 

that her father had been Scotch and

her mother Italian. A legend of color 
and fantasy had been built up about 
the character of the lone woman. 
With a smile, a shrug and polite in- 
nuendo, this mystery woman—coming | 
from nowhere—fostered the stories. 
It appears that the novelist did so 
in order to conceal her humble origin. 
The baptismal certificate is that of 
Caroline Cody, born on May 1, 1854. 
The parents of the child were Harriet 
and Thomas Cody, the latter a laborer. 
Many friends of Marie Corelli have 
asserted that her real name was 
Cody. Now the London Daily News 
definitely declares that the certificate 
is that of the girl who later took the 
name of Corelli, and made it famous. 
Those who were in close touch with 


the novelist say that her own account 
ef her parents as being “Scotch and 


Itolian” was rurely mythical, and 


rart of her life-long romanticizing. 


They say that even in childhood she 
was a poseur ond romanticist, and 
adopted the name of “Marie Corelli” 
to foster the story of a’ mysterious 
Italian origin. 

One of the most pictureaque of the 
yarns told abont her ‘was that she 
was left on. the door etep of Charles 
Mackay, commonly supposed to have 
been her step-father, during a snow- 
storm sixty yeurs ago. Old rustics, 
boasting a memory that goes back 85 
years, recall having heard the story, 
but no one remembers hearing any- 
thing about the incident at the time 
it was supposed to have happened. 

Friends of her family say that 56 
yeurs ago Marie was a 14-year-old 
vchool girl, and was called “Minnie.” 
They say that she was not Mackay’s 
step-daughter, but an adopted child. 
On this basis, she would have been a 
lusty ten-year-old infant on the night 
of the snow-stocm in which she was 
supposed to have appeared.

The Girl Scouts had its origin in 
Savannah, Ga., in March of 1912, 
when Mrs. Juliette Low founded Girl 
Guides. They were then a mere hand- 
ful. In 1915, the growth of the move- 
ment warranted its national head- 
quarters established in Washington, 
D. C. The name changed to Girl 
Scouts, Inc. In 1916 the headquar- 
ters moved to New York and are now 
located at 189 Lexington avenue. 
From a mere handful there are now 
160.000 Girl Seouts in the United 
States alone and nearly half a million 
in Italy, France, Belgium, Switzer- 
land, Poland, Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Holland, Portugal, Russia, 
Czechoslovakia, Brazil, Argentina, 
Japan, China, and Siberia, India, 
parts of Africa, as well as from all 
parts of the British empire and Ha- 
waii. 

Scouting is nonsectarian and is 
open to all races and nationalities. 
The object of the organization is to 
give girls a natural, wholesome pleas- 
ure, those habits of mind and body 
which will make them useful, respon- 
sible women ready and willing to take 
a definite part in the home, civie and 
national affairs of their country. 
Scouting teaches through doing. 

The governing body of the Girl 
Scouts is the national council, com- 
posed of representatives from local 
councils and of other members elected 
by the national . council. National 
headquarters is maintained to carry 
a the policies of the national coun- 
cil. 

A local council may be organized 
in any community. This is a body of 
men and women representing’ the 
schools. churches, social and civie or- 
ganizations, playgrounds, newspapers, 
and such bodies as the chamber of 
commerce and Rotary clubs. This 
council is organized for the purpose of 
promoting and esupervising the wel- 
fare of scouting in the district. 

The unit of organization is the pa- 
trol of eight members each. One or 
more patrols form a troop and they 
are grouped whenever possible accord- 
ing to age and congeniality. Each pa- 
trol has a leader and a corporal and 
each troop a captain. The captain 
may choose lieutenants to assist her. 
It is advisable that a troop of two pa- 
trols have a lieutenant and that for 
every additional two patrols another 
lieutenant be secured. Each troop se- 
lects for its name a flower, tree, 
shrub or bird. The members wear the 
emblem over the left pocket of their 
uniforms. Troops may be formed in 
connection with any church, school, 
playground, settlément or other insti- 
tution or organization. Unattached 
troops are also successful. Trocp 
meetings are held weekly with the 
program fairly divided between recre- 
ation and education. 

Any girl from ten to 18 years of 
age, who is willing to subscribe to 
the promise and laws’may qualify to 
become a scout by passing the tender- 
foot test. She should-either join a 
troom which is already formed or 
should get together a group of girls 
to form a new troop. 

The first step in organizing a troop 
of Girl Scouts is to secure a suitable 
young woman as captain, who must 
go through. the training course and 
must be 21 years of age or over. 

Girl Scouts are divided into three 
ecrades: Tenderfoot, second class, and 
first class. Admission to each grade is 
determined by a test in the required 
lines of work: that fs, the girl must

_ Washington, May 2.—An_ injunc- 
tion suit was filed in the District of 
Columbia supreme court today by for- 
mer Attorney General Harry M. 
Daugherty to prevent the senate 
Daugherty committee from obtaining 
possession of telegrams he sent and 
received in Washington. 


The suit is directed against the 
members of the committee, the ser- 
geant at arms of the senate and the 
Western Union Telegraph company. A 
subpoena for the telegrams was issued 
some time ago and the telegraph com- 
pany already has notified the. com- 
mittee it will refuse to produce them. 

The petition, presented by the for- 
mer attorney general through his at- 
torneys, George Chamberlain and Pau] 
Howland, challenged the authority of 
the committee to inquire into the 
messages, which were held to be “pri- 
vate” communications not relating to 
the department of justice matters 
which the senate ordered investigated. 

Attacks Senate Authority. 

The petition also attacked as un- 
constitutional the resolution of the 
senate authorizing the investigation 
The senate had exceeded its author- 
ity, 1t was charged, and all the acts 
of the committee were therefore in- 
valid. 

Production of the messages asked 
for would further infringe the consti- 
tution, it was ergued, by transcending 
the fourth and fifth amendments, 
which forbid unreasonable search and 
seizure, 

The court was asked to issue a 
temporary restraining order and to 
turn the order into a perpetual in- 
junction after due hearing. 

A similar suit in which the name 
of the Postal Telegraph Cable com- 
pany takes the place of the Western 
Union company was also filed. 

It. was indicated that the depart- 
ment of justice probably would be 
asked to assign counsel to oppose the 
Daugherty petition. When his at- 
tention was called to the suit, At- 
torney General Stone gaid that if the 
committee requested such aid, he 
would feel it could not be withheld 
under the law. 

Landis on Stand. 


With the picturesque emphasis that 
made him famous long before base- 
ball took him from the federal bench 
to become its high commissioner, 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis today gave 
the senate Daugherty committee his 
opinion of prohibition enforcement 
and other administrative questichs as 
they have been dealt with in recent 
years by the federal government, 

At dinner parties in Chicago, he 
said, “pre-war stuff” still appeared 
to be holding out remarkably well, 
and he confessed that he himself had 
not been able to resist the enticing 
invitations of his hostesses to try 
some of it, But he added that the 
department of justice appeared to be 
doing the best it could in view of the 
fact that it didn’t always have the 
best of lawyers on its payroll. 

Called to testify about the rouse 
of correction sentence he imposed on 
Phillip Grossman for liquor law vio- 
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u 
mittee, and other republican leaders 
in Chicago were to be criticized, and 
he told the committee in a way no 
one could misunderstand that he be- 
lieved politics should have no more 
to do with executive clemency than 
with the decisions handed down from 
the bench. 

Then, under the urge of a sharp 
cross-examination, he got up from the 
witness stand, and strode up and 
down the room, between puffs on 
a long black stogie, summed up and 
reiterated all of his statements about 
the Grossman case and the conduct 
of the department of justice in gen- 
eral. When the committee was satis- 
fied, he departed with an invitation 
to all of its members to come along 
with him and see a ball game. 


Stands Pat. ; 

Senator Wheeler read Judge Landis 
a newspaper interview in which he 
had strongly criticized the Grossman 
pardon and had said that political 
influence “had exactly as much right 
to influence executive power in puar- 
don as it did to influence the judicial 
power before conviction.” 


“These are my views,” 
Landis asserted, 


He was asked about the liquor 
situation in Chicago, 


“You can’t go to a dinner party,” 
he said, “where the talk isn’t for ten 
minutes about the Volstead law and 
fifty minutes about bobbed hair.” 

When Chairman Brookhart pushed 
a query “about these dinner parties” 
the witness responded : 

“You are asking me to violate the 
laws of hospitality now. I’ll con- 
fess I am not a total abstainer. If 
you talked to me about a law that 
would let people serve stuff to guests 
- their homes, well, I might fall for 
that.” 

Then as an after though, he went 
on: 

“I’m most impressed with the 
hanging-on powers of this pre-war 
stuff, and the hostess always comes 
up and says to try this, because it’s 
a little that’s left over from the old 
years. They seem honest.” 

Paul Howland, counsel for H. M. 
Daugherty, took Judge Landig over 
for cross-examination, His first ques- 
tion was whether Judge Landis 
wanted to “criticize the use of the 
executive power in the absence of 
knowledge as to the full facts.” 

The witness reiterated that he 
“couldn’t understand” the pardon. 

“If you had known that both sen- 
ators from Illinois recommended this 
pardon would it influence your 
judgment?” Howland asked. 

“Not a particle,” Judge Landis 
flashed back. 

Senatérs Moses, republican, New 
Hampshire, and Senator Ashurst, 
democrat, Arizona, both protested 
that “one senator from Illinois had 
asked to have it shown. before the 
committee that he had ‘not sought 
Crossman’s release.” 

Letters gn File. 

“Then he had better go to the de- 
partment of justice files,” interjected 
Senator Jones, republican, Washing- 
ton. “because there are letters there 
from both of them, but one of them 
may be a forgery.”

Continued liberal 
European demand for Canadian wheat 
acted as a special stimulus here in 
connection with the fact that’ the 
Liverpool market closed strong and 
that indications pointed to a_ dock 
strike in Argentina tomorrow, shut- 
ting off exports perhaps from that 
country. Besides, predictions that the 
McNary-Haugen bill at Washington 
would be considered in the house be- 
fore the end of the week were given 
considerable notice. 

Firms with eastern connections and | 
elevator interests here were active 
purchasers of July wheat. Part of 
this buying was regarded as back 
spreading against Winnipeg transac-; 
tions. There wag gossip current, too, 
domestic spring 
wheat acreage might prove greater 
than heretofore supposed. 

Corn advanced briskly with wheat. 
Corn offerings were scarce, and it 
was said there was a good export de- 
mand in evidence at New York.

New York, May 2.—Political and 
legislative uncertainties, together with 
over-production and high overhead of 
going corporations, are reflected in to- 
day’s statement of new companies 
formed during the month of April and 
for the four months of the year. Dur- 
ing April 810 new companies were 
formed with capitalization of $528,- 
857,000. This compares with $808,- 
$23,000 capital of the new enterprises 
floated in March of this year and with 
$1,006,258,000 in April 1923. For the 
four months of this year 3,153 new 
companies have been floated with to- 
tal capitalization of $2,877,543,000 
contrasted with 3,332 companies with 
$3,117,479,000 capital for the corre- 
sponding period of last year and with 
3,631 companies having $2,959,295,- 
000 eapital for the first four months 
ot 1922. 

For the whole month of April there 
were only two million-share days on the 
stock exchange, with the total turnover 
in stocks for the month only 17,972,- 
000 shares against 20,040,000 a year 
ago, 30,468,000 two years age and 
1,278,000 for 1921. On the other hand 
last month’s turnovers in bonds aggre- 
sated $281,675,000 against $242,271,- 
600 for April of 1923 and $461.378,- 
000 for 1922. This figure conforms 
with the predictions that the 1924 pe- 
riod of readjustment in general trade 
would be shorter and Jess violent than 
anv that has ocenrred since the end 
of the war. April of this year was 
2 month of slowing down in general 
husiness reflected by declines in the 
stock market. However, the decline in 


the stock market compared with last 
year *was moderate, 


Tidewater Oil, one of the very few 
oi] companies in which the First Na- 
tional bank here is interested, reports 
March quarter earnings of $12,251,- 
000 gross against $10,930,000 a year 
ago with $4.35 a share earned for the 
stock against $2.26 for the first three 
months of 1923.

SINCLAIR ARGUMENTS 
MADE BEFORE JUSTICE 


Washington, May 2.—The right of 
the senate to compel testimony or the 
production of documents before its in- 
vestigating committees was challenged 
aud defended in briefs and oral argu- 


ments presented today to Associate 
Justice Hoebhling of the District of 
Columbia supreme court in the senate 
ecntempt proceeding against Harry F. 
Sinclair, lessee of ‘teapot Dome. 

Counsel for Sinclair, supporting a 
demurrer and motion to quash the 
indictment returned against the oil 
magnate for his refusal to answer 
questions before the oil committee, in- 
sisted that the construction of the stat- 
utes on which the contempt charge 
was based was obnoxious to the fourth 
and fifth amendments to the censti- 
tution granting persons security in 
their persons and papers. 

“The only power the senate has to 
compel tistimony or production of doc- 
uments,” said Martin W. Littleton, 
of New York, chief counsel for Sin- 
clair, “is in the course of the exer- 
cise of those judicial functions com- 
mitted to it by the constitution, 
namely: the punishment of its own 
members for disorderly conduct or 
for failure to attend sessions, the de- 
cisions of contested elections to the 
senate, and the determination of the 
qualifications of its members and the 
trial of impeachments.” 

Government counsel in reply re- 
plied that the report of congress to 
elicit information in order that it may 
legislate has been recognized since the 
foundation of the government and has 
never been successfully challenged. 

“The arguments.” counsel _ said, 

down to this: That congress 
and its members must resort to gos- 
sip, common report, personal knowl- 
edge and the public print for accurate 
and detailed information concerning 
the most involved and delicate mat- 
ters, and that beyond this they can- 
not go. 

“The proposition, if true, would 
limit the congress in the exercise of its 
great and necessary powers, and in 
many cases work to the detriment, if 
not the destruction, of government.”
